Thirty pieces of gaa pipe, loaded willi 
dynamite has been found under a side* 
walk, each with ;t fuse and ready lor 
immediate use, in Chicago. 111. it is 
supposed to lie the work of Anarchists. 

About oOff harness makers In Cincin- 
nati have struck for an advance of 
wages. They had been working eight 
hours a day, but are not satisfied with 
the wages received. They demand an 
increase of from 15 to -I) per cent. 

William Bain of Illossburg, Pa., aged 
76 years, lias worked in the Pennsyl- 
vania semi-bi turn Inous coal mines for 
nearly sixty-one years. He has been 
four times married. He lias buried 
eleven children, but has twenty-four 
slill living. 

Nearly all the sash, door and blind 
factories in Chicago have resumed on 
the ten-hour plan, a majority of the 
men returning to work. Two factories 
are atill working on the eight-hour 
plan, but are expected to return to the 
ten- hour rule in a few days. 

While a young woman was being 
taken in an express train from Boston 
to a reform school the other day she 
eluded her guardian and jumped 
through a window while the train was 
at full speed. The train was stopped, 
hut no girl was found, nor has been yet. 

Patkershurg, W. Va., May 24.— A 
bloody riot took place this eveniug 
among Italian employes of the OMo 
Hiver 1 tail road Company at a point 
near Murryville. The origin of the 
trouble la not deflnitely known, hut it 
is generally believed to be traceable to 
too free indulgence in whisky. 

Two editions of the American News- 
paper Directory are published this year 
by George P. Unwell a Co. One is 
dated 177U, and you can almost hide It 
under an old fashioned cent. It con- 
tains in sixteen nriscroscopic pages a 
list of the thirty -seven newspapers that 
were printed in the United States of 
America one hundred, and ten years 
ago. There are now published in the 
United states 14,100 newspapers and 
periodicals of all classes. 

The eruption of Mount Etna hourly 
increases. The molten lava was only 
two hours distant from Nicolosl, eight 
miles from here on the slope of the 
volcano, when the inhabitants tied.

The destruction of cat- 
tle and live stock of every kind has 
been unprecedented. The waters in 
the IV, tee Hiver rose SSfeet In the 
same number of hours, and the Con- 
garee ruee over 20 feet.
